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Baggies’ most devoted fan dies at the aged of 93 


VIC Stirrup spent a lifetime sup¬ 
porting his beloved West Bromwich 
Albion. 

His devotion to the Baggies even won 
him a national award that was featured 
on BBC’s Match of the Day. 

The Smethwick super fan’s death on 
Friday, at at the age of 93, has brought 
tributes galore, with contributors 
including some of Albion’s playing 
greats. 

Vic, of William Road, had supported 
the Baggies for 87 years and had only 
missed a clutch of games since the 


Second World War. The former 
newsagent’s unwavering support for 
the club included cycling to and from 
the Baggies’ record defeat at Stoke in 

1937 and holding a season ticket from 

1938 to the present day. 

He was even voted Barclays Fan of 
the Year in 2005. 

The pensioner’s last match at the 
Hawthorns was the 2-0 defeat of Wolves 
just last month. 

Baggies record goalscoring legend 
Tony ‘Bomber’ Brown, who had known 
Vic for more than 40 years, paid tribute. 
He said: “I am devastated because I 


knew Vic and had known him for a long 
time. “When I played in the 60s and 70s 
he used to go to games with my father- 
in-law and I used to get them tickets. 

“So we go back a long way and Vic was 
a real character and a total Albion 
fanatic. Every time I met him I was 
reminded of what a character he was so 
it was a big shock when I heard the 
news he had passed away. 

Another 1968 FA Cup-winner, Bobby 
Hope, added: “It’s really sad news. He 
must have been Albion’s longest- 
serving and most committed supporter. 
“I can’t imagine too many people have 


ever supported a club for as many years 
as he did. 

In a statement, the club said: “West 
Bromwich Albion Football Club are 
deeply saddened to hear of ‘super fan’ 
Vic Stirrup’s passing. Vic loyally fol¬ 
lowed the club through thick and thin 
for a staggering 87 years and was a 
season ticket holder since 1938. 

As a tribute, the club will lower The 
Hawthorns’ flags to half-mast on the 
day of his funeral and a brick will also 
be laid in his memory in the forthcom¬ 
ing ‘Baggies Brick Road’ outside the 
East Stand turnstiles.

Mother 
lied over 
benefits 
payment 

A MOTHER of three from 
Oldbury was overpaid 
£14,000 in benefits after 
claiming she rented her 
property, when in fact she 
owned it, a court has heard. 

Tracey Sheppard also lied 
on forms by saying that she 
lived alone when she actu¬ 
ally lived at her home in 
Broadway with her partner. 

The 41-year-old was over¬ 
paid £14,019 in council tax 
and housing benefits 
between August 2008 and 
July 2009, Wolverhampton 
Crown Court heard. 

She was caught fiddling 
the system after getting 
mixed up and writing con¬ 
flicting personal details 
about when she moved into 
her house on the application 
forms. 

Struggle 

Mr John Millington, pros¬ 
ecuting, said: “She provided 
documents which proved to 
be false. She said her 
partner had moved out in 
2008. She also made up her 
landlord. 

“In October 2008 she pro¬ 
vided an agreement for 
tenancy with the landlord. 
The tenancy agreement was 
not a genuine document.” 

Mr Alexander Barnfield, 
defending, said she went 
through a divorce in 2009 
and as a result was strug¬ 
gling for money. 

Recorder Mr Derek Des¬ 
mond told her she had 
“defrauded” the council and 
the taxpayer. 

Sheppard admitted to 
nine benefit fraud charges 
and was was given a six 
month prison sentence, sus¬ 
pended for 12 months and 
200 hours work.

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A SCHEME to install hundreds of solar panels 
in Sandwell Schools may have to be scrapped due 
to Government cuts. 

The scheme, which would see the panels be installed by 
construction firm Interserve in 14 schools in the borough, 
was only approved by Council planning bosses last week. 

Interserve was meant to pay for the panels to be installed using 
the Government’s “feed in tariff’ scheme subsidy. 

The schools would then pay for 
the units of electricity they used 
from the panels at a reduced rate. 

Any extra electricity produced by 
the panels would be put back into 
the National Grid. 

Interserve would then be paid for 
the electricity generated via solar 
panels. 

But ministers have now 
announced that they plan to halve 
the level of subsidies for solar 
panels from December 12 under the 
“feed-in tariff’ scheme. 

Interserve bosses now say they 
are not sure if they can continue 
with the plan, due to this cut. 

Spokesman Peter Haddock said: 

“The cuts in the subsidy change 
things dramatically for Interserve. 

“It changes the benefits the 
company gains from installing the 
panels. 

“At the moment we have not 


made any decisions, but it does 
mean the scheme in Sandwell 
might not go ahead.” 

The council’s education boss 
Councillor Bob Badham said: “It is 
very disappointing considering the 
schools had just gained planning 
permission for the scheme. 

“A great deal of work, time and 
expense would have gone in to put 
those plans together. 

“We have also got to think about 
the environmental consequences of 
these cuts.” 

He added: “These cuts are coming 
in so fast, and affecting things 
straight away. 

“Plans we had made are just 
being cut at such short notice, it 
makes it very hard for everybody.” 


MP calls for 
answers 
on £600,000 
Public funds 


PARLIAMENT will be asked if a 
£600,000 funding award for the con¬ 
troversial Public arts centre in West 
Bromwich was “wrong”. 

It comes days after a report criticised the 
organisation providing the money, which 
came from taxpayers. 

Black Country MP Chris Kelly tabled a 
question for Prime Minister David 
Cameron last week after Arts Council 
England announced it will continue to 
invest in the £72 million New Street venue 
by pumping in £200,000 a year from 2012 
until at least 2015. 

The decision by the quango came days 
after a report said the Arts Council should 
have scaled back the project. It said the 
building that was “not fit for purpose”. 

The question was not selected for Prime 
Minister’s Questions but Mr Kelly will now 
put the same query to at Culture questions 
in December. 

Changes 

The question reads: “Do you agree that it 
is wrong to plough another £600,000 of 
public money into The Public - a Black 
Country arts centre known locally as the 
‘pink elephant’ — over the next three years 
just days after a damning report into the 
arts quango’s role at the centre, which con¬ 
cluded it should have scaled back its ambi¬ 
tious and costly plans long ago, before it 
was completed in 2008?”. 

The Public went through major design 
changes, ran millions over budget, and 
opened late with not all the attractions 
complete. 

The Arts Council contributed £31.8 
million to the project, up from an original 
allocation of £19 million. 

The latest £600,000 comes from the Arts 
Council England’s strategic funding, 
largely funded by the National Lottery. 

Linda Saunders, the centre’s managing 
director, accused Mr Kelly, MP for Dudley 
South, of confusing two issues - what the 
centre cost to build and recent improve¬ 
ments at the gallery, including visitor 
figures crossing 350,000 people since 
August 2009. 

The latest grant will be used to develop 
the digital and technological features of the 
gallery. 

Arts Council England has praised 
Sandwell Arts Trust, which runs The 
Public, for improving the range of work on 
show.

THIS month marks the 
anniversary of two high profile 
gun murders in Sandwell, but 
both cases remain unsolved. 

Leon Corey Robinson was 
found with bullet wounds in 
his face and head in a disused 
Smethwick factory just over 
one year ago. 

Meanwhile, kitchen assis¬ 
tant Scott Buchanan, aged 23, 
was shot in the chest as gun¬ 
men stormed into his family’s 
Tividale home on November 
12, 2008. Despite appeals for

information in both cases, no- 
one has been charged. 

Acting Det Chief Insp 
Wayne Jones, leading the 
investigation into Mr Robin¬ 
son’s death, said: “The case is 
with the Crown Prosecution 
Service and inquiries are 
ongoing.” 

Speaking about the case of 
Mr Buchanan, DI Simon Astle 
said: “While there are cur¬ 
rently no new leads and no- 
one has been charged the case 
remains an active one.” 


Father-of-three Mr Robin¬ 
son, aged 33, was found lying 
face down in an industrial 
yard on Foundry Lane. He had 
been missing from his home in 
Dodford Close in Rubery, 
Birmingham, since November 
7. Two people have been 
arrested in connection with 
the case but they have since 
been released on bail.

THE final plans for a 
multi-million pound shop¬ 
ping centre in Oldbury have 
been approved by council 
chiefs.

Coun¬ 
cillor Roger Horton last 
night’s Sandwell Council 
planning meeting: “This is 
very good for the area, it is 
situated at a gateway, so it is 
important it looks good.” 

The scheme includes a 
three-storey office building, a 
multi-use games area, a 
seven-pitch soccer facility 
and pavilion, a retail park and 
restaurants and will include 
2,021 car parking spaces.

TWO new takeaways are 
set to open in West 
Bromwich after plans were 
approved by council chiefs. 

The former angling shop 
at 159 Heath Lane in West 
Bromwich and a former 
pub, The Queens Head Inn 
on Stoney Lane were given 
the go ahead to become fish 
and chip shops. 


Ex boss at care home 
is struck off for errors

THE former boss of an Oldbury care home has been struck off by 
the nursing watchdog after she failed to ensure basic level of care 
at the home. 

Rosalie Bannister was found guilty of a catalogue of failures and mistakes 
which the watchdog found was a “serious departure” from the standards 
that it expects to be upheld. In one case she told colleagues it was best to let 
a severely dehydrated patient “go naturally” days before they died. 

Bannister, who is in her 60s, was in charge of Silverlands in Oldbury 
between April 2003 and November 2004 and failed to ensure there were 
enough members of staff and put 26 
residents at risk of poor care. 

The Nursing and Midwifery Council 
heard a diabetic resident developed 
severe dehydration and was “essen¬ 
tially unconscious” by the time a dis¬ 
trict nurse was called. The resident 
died on October 22, 2004, the day 
before a GP was due to visit. 

Bannister told colleagues in front of 
the patient it was best to let them “go 
naturally”. 

Ignored 

She ignored demands by inspectors 
to increase staffing levels, with often 
just two staff working on a dementia 
ward with only one of 23 staff having a 
criminal recods check. 

She also failed to register a resident 
with a GP, and failed to make sure pre¬ 
scription drugs were given. 

Sandwell Council took over the home 
in 2004 and it is no longer operational. 

In its conclusion, a fitness to practise 
panel said: “The panel is satisfied Mrs 
Bannister’s actions fall far short of the 
standards expected of a registered 
nurse.” 

It went on: “Her inappropriate 
conduct was brought to her attention 
on a number of occasions and yet she 
continued to act in a manner which 
brought the profession into disrepute.” 

The panel felt a caution would not 
have sufficiently protected the public.

A white van was used to crash into the protective 
frontage of Capital Hardware & Glazing Ltd in West 
Bromwich. 

A resident living above the business called police 
after hearing the break-in at 3am. When store 
owner Abdul Shakoor arrived minutes later he 
found six packs of copper piping measuring three 
metres long and worth £78 each had been taken. 

The father of three said: “It’s very bad - awful. The 
damage to the shutter will cost £3-4,000 alone, and 
I will also have to replace the piping. Business is dif¬ 


ficult as it is, without having to deal with this.” 

Police were at the scene in Church Lane today, 
and have also obtained CCTV from Rimstock PLC 
opposite. 

Mr Shakoor said: “It’s never happened before, we 
have only been here nine months, it’s a big blow.” 

A 26-year-old decorator who lives in the flats 
above the shop but asked not to be named, said he 
heard what sounded like “an earthquake”. 

“I saw two guys in hoodies running to a van. They 
were dragging metal piping .” 

Police spokesman Billy Corrigan said a van 
believed to be involved was found a short distance 
away.

He added: “It was quite competi¬ 
tive. Although Willmott Dixon came 
in as the lowest, there was keen com¬ 
petition for this construction. 

“Things are very much going on 
track with Tipton. 

“The contractor can now get on site 
early in the new year.” 

Councillor Ian Jones, a Tipton 
Green Councillor and the borough’s 
regeneration chief, added: “I’m 
pleased the council has found the 
money for the pool and kept its 
promise to residents. 

“The council made a commitment 
and is keeping those commitments for 
the benefit of the area. It’s wonderful 
news.” 

Meanwhile, talks are progressing 
on plans for a new £llm pool in West 
Bromwich. Three firms, which have 
not been named, are bidding for the 
work and in talks with the council. 

The pool will be located near the 
new £10 million West Bromwich 
police station at the junction of Moor 
Street and Bromford Lane and will 
include a 25-metre pool. It is due to 
open in 2014.

A SCHEME to build eight homes 
on the site of an old Tipton pub has 
been put on hold by the developers 
because of the credit crunch. 

Permission to develop the former 
Black Country Man pub in Lower 
Church Lane was approved by 
Sandwell Council back in February 
2009, but the work was never done. 

Now Queen’s Park Investments, 
which is behind the plans, has written 
to the authority asking for the plan¬ 
ning permission to be renewed before it 
expires next February. 

The letter said: “Due to the down¬ 
turn in the housing market precipi¬ 
tated by the banking crisis, and now 
the Euro crisis, it has not been econom¬ 
ical to develop the site.” 

The council is due to decide whether 
to renew the permission in January. 

Queen’s Park Investments had 
intended to build eight two-bedroom 
homes on the site, in Lower Church 
Lane, plus associated parking and a 
private social area at the back. 

A report by the Chester-based firm 
considered by the authority at the time 
said: “The proposals will help to ensure 
that the existing site is developed in a 
viable way. 

“The development is intended to 
complete the local community while 
still retaining individuality. 

Problem 

“The new residents will assist in the 
sustainability of the local shops, and 
provide a more visible presence over¬ 
looking what would otherwise be 
vacant, derelict and underused land.” 

Speaking about his frustration at 
the delay, Queen’s Park Investments 
director John Davies said: “The 
problem is the credit crunch. 

“Our houses are very nice and, in the 
normal course of business, they would 
attract young professionals or people 
looking for a small second home. 

“But with the climate the way it is, 
those people are not able to get a mort¬ 
gage. There is no point in making an 
investment until we know the market 
has improved. It’s extremely frustrat¬ 
ing.”

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Magistrate jailed over cruel death of child 



Rashpal Chana 


A LONG-serving magistrate is 
behind bars over the death of his 
partner’s two-year-old daughter. 

Rashpal Chana, who served as a JP for 
almost 20 years, and his ex-partner Eva 
Logina were convicted of the manslaughter 
of Kristiana Logina. 

Chana was jailed for four-and-a-half 
years at Nottingham Crown Court while 
Logina received a six-year sentence. The 
toddler died of septic shock after suffering 
severe burns in a scalding hot shower and 
not being taken for treatment. 

The jury heard Logina, 25, and then 
boyfriend Chana, 49, who both live in 


Smethwick, failed to seek medical treat¬ 
ment for the toddler. Logina and Chana, 
living together in Tennal Road, Harborne, 
at the time of the death, both denied 
manslaughter. 

Chana, of Dibble Road, who was not 
present when the scalding occurred, was 
charged with manslaughter after Kristiana 
died at Birmingham Children’s Hospital in 
February last year. 

The 49-year-old, a teacher, received the 
Queen’s Award for services to the science 
community while seconded to Keele Uni¬ 
versity in Staffordshire. 

The trial was told Kristiana, whose 


mother is from Latvia, died after suffering 
10 per cent burns to her body when she was 
held under the scalding shower. The pair, 
who claimed not to realise Kristiana was 
badly injured, applied creams and band¬ 
ages but failed to take her to medical pro¬ 
fessionals. 

Timothy Raggatt, QC, said Kristiana was 
injured between 10 days and a fortnight 
before her death in intensive care at Birm¬ 
ingham Children’s Hospital. 

Logina, of High Street, Smethwick, was 
given a concurrent one-year jail term after 
being found guilty of child cruelty by a 
majority of 11-1. 



I2S. Inspections show 
work’ progress at schools

AN INCREDIBLE 
turnaround was being 
celebrated at a school in 
Cradley Heath after it 
went from special meas¬ 
ures to rated ‘good’ by 
inspectors 

Timbertree Nursery and 
Primary School was put into 
special measures by Ofsted 
in March last year, mainly 
due to falling results. But 
following a further inspec¬ 
tion, the measures have 
been lifted — and inspectors 
have now given the school 
an overall good rating, the 
second highest classifica¬ 
tion on the four-point scale. 

Executive headteacher 
Tracy Ruddle said: “I’m so 
pleased with the results. I 
feel this reflects the hard 
work put in by all of the 
staff, pupils and parents.” 

Training 

Following the original 
inspection in March, 

Sandwell Council suggested 
Timbertree should be feder¬ 
ated with nearby Corng- 
reaves Primary. This was 
because that school had 
managed to turn itself 
around after going into 
special measures and has 
become a national teaching 
school, providing special 
training for teachers. 

Staff at Timbertree say it 
was this support that has 
enabled them to turn 
around their own fortunes. 

Timbertree’s head of 
school Hayley Walker, the 
former assistant head¬ 
teacher at Corngreaves, 
said: “Our teachers have 
been able to benefit from the 
special training provided at 
Corngreaves Primary. 

“Due to the training, the 
quality of teaching has shot 
up and so have our results.” 

Mrs Walker said 61 per 
cent of pupils were now 
achieving a level five in 
numeracy compared with 
just 30 per cent when put 
into special measures.

MORE than half the 
schools in Sandwell

Three schools in Dudley were 
given the bottom rating, ll were 
seen as satisfactory 13 good and two 
outstanding. In Walsall only one 


school was inadequate, 16 were sat¬ 
isfactory, seven good and three out¬ 
standing. 

Her Majesty’s Chief Inspector 
Miriam Rosen said: “Everyone who 
has contributed towards the delivery 
of the outstanding services across 
the Black Country deserves our 
recognition. 

Dedication 

“From the visits I make around the 
country I know just how much hard 
work and dedication goes in to deliv¬ 
ering the best outcomes for children, 
young people and learners. I hope 
others will be inspired by these suc¬ 
cessful providers.” 

Nationally, almost a third of 
schools were rated not good enough 
by Ofsted and many are failing to 
improve. The report shows of all 
schools in England, 30 per cent were 
rated as only satisfactory or inade¬ 
quate. 

Councillor Badham, cabinet 
member for children and families at 
Sandwell Council said: “Ofsted’s 
verdict shows the real progress we 
have made pushing up school stan¬ 
dards.”

Council gives 
assurances to 
residents over 
bin fine letter 

FAMILIES in West Bromwich have been assured 
they will not be fined for putting out their bins incor¬ 
rectly - even though many have received a letter 
saying just that. 

Private company Serco, which is responsible for 
Sandwell’s waste collections, sent out letters to about 100 
residents in the Meyrick Road area, warning they could be 
fined up to £5,000 if bins were put out too early or in the 
wrong place. 

One resident of Meyrick Road, grandfather-of-five, 
Kevin Hadley, aged 51, who lives in Meyrick Road, said: “It 
made me very angry. I phoned Serco up and said ‘what is 
this about?’ They said some residents weren’t putting their 
bins out on bin day. But we have always put ours out on the 
right day. My wife was quite frightened when we first got 
the letter, we thought we were actually being fined.” 

Intention 

But councillor Derek Rowley, Sandwell’s cabinet 
member for safer neighbourhoods, said: “I am sorry if 
people feel threatened by the letter. 

“It was intended only to stress what action Sandwell, 
and all councils, can take if necessary. However, I can say 
that we have no intention of fining anyone in Sandwell.” 

Serco sent out the letters after complaints some bins 
were being put out incorrectly. The firm said it was forced 
to send the letters to all residents because it was not clear 
who the culprits were. 

Councillor Rowley added: “Leaving rubbish or contain¬ 
ers on the streets on the wrong day means they are there 
longer than they should be and can be a hazard for par¬ 
tially sighted people, people with other disabilities or 
mothers pushing prams. 

“Some people in this particular area were putting out to 
their bins too early or in the wrong place.” 


Hard-up council 
put acres of land 
under the hammer 

UP TO £90,000 worth of land is going under the 
hammer as part of steps by cash-strapped Sandwell 
Council to find £75 million in savings over the next 
four years. 

Acres of council-owned land are up for sale at the CP 
Bigwood Auction, which takes place at Villa Park in early 
December. It is part of a drive by the authority to dispose 
of unused land and property. 

One piece of land at the end of Furnace Parade at the 
junction with Factory Road in Tipton is up for sale with a 
guide price of £25,000. The auctioneers say it is suitable for 
residential development of a detached bungalow. 

In West Bromwich land off Union Street is up for auction 
with a guide price of £25,000. The land is suitable for the 
display and sales or hire of vehicles, business or storage 
purposes. In Hill Top £38,000 worth of land off Hampshire 
Road is up for sale at the auction. This site is also suitable 
for development and has outline planning permission for a 
pair of semi- detached bungalows. 

The land will go under the hammer on December 8. 
Sandwell Council announced last week that it was 
selling off the Municipal buildings in Cradley Heath. The 
landmark was built in 1938 and has been used as council 
offices since 1974. 


Buoyant 

Sandwell Councillor Ian Jones, of the land disposal com¬ 
mittee, said this is just the start of the sales of council 
owned land. 

He said: “Many of the properties we have been selling 
have been idle for 10 to 20 years, so in order for us to regen¬ 
erate and invest in Sandwell it makes sense for us to sell 
the building. 

“Much of the land we are selling are small areas that we 
have owned for a long while, which could be used for office 
space and business. We expect to get the money we ask for 
because the market is quite buoyant.”

Man sent to prison after 105mph police chase 


A DRIVER who led police on a 
105mph chase through Sandwell after 
stealing nine vehicles in less than a 
month has been jailed for 22 months.

The theft was quickly reported and a 
police patrol spotted the car in Coopers 
Lane, Smethwick, at around lam the 
following morning but gave up the 
chase on the grounds of safety after he 
started to drive on the wrong side of the 
road to escape, continued Mr Searle. 


Fifteen minutes later he was spott¬ 
ed on the M6 where he left the motor¬ 
way at Junction 7 but immediately 
rejoined travelling in the opposite 
direction towards the M5 where he 
swerved to stop patrol cars from over¬ 
taking him and threw items out of the 
stolen Nissan at them. One police car 
managed to get in front of him before 
roadworks which had closed two lanes 
of the motorway and tricked Holmes 
into a cordoned off area to trap him. 


Mr Searle concluded: “He then 
jumped into the rear of the vehicle and 
tried to pretend that he had just been 
a passenger in the car.” 

Holmes, of no fixed address, who 
had committed 19 previous offences of 
dishonesty, 11 of which related to vehi¬ 
cles, admitted aggravated vehicle 
taking, driving while disqualified and 
theft and was jailed for one year and 
10 months.

Leaders at the Madinatul Uloom Al-Islamiyah Mosque on Moor 
Street have applied to Sandwell Council for permission to build the 
extra spaces with a new boundary wall and fencing. 

It comes after councillors were lobbied about the continual parking problems 
on nearby Turks Head Way which are said to be particularly bad during Friday 
prayers. Staff using the new police station on Moor Street have also added to 
congestion. The mosque leaders have been aware of the parking problem since 
2008, and have been in discussions with both Sandwell Council and Barratt 

Homes about the problem. 

They have now reached 
an agreement which would 
see Barratt Homes release 
an area of land to the east of 
the current site for parking 
and the council will reduce 
the large pavement area to 
the north west and south 
west boundaries of the 
mosque to create parking 
spaces. 

If approved by planning 
bosses this will create an 
extra 22 normal parking 
spaces and three disabled 
spaces. 

The mosque would then 
have a total of 39 parking 
bays. 

Residents on Turks Head 
Way said the parking by 
people who use the mosque 
has become a real problem. 

Difficult 

Brent Mason, aged 52, 
who has lived on Turks 
Head Way with his girl¬ 
friend Tina Ives, for seven 
years said the parking is a 
“nightmare”. 

He said: “People just park 
all over the place. They park 
on the double yellow lines, 
and half on the pavement. 

“Then they come down 
the road and park in the 
parking bays that people 
have paid for.” 

Sadie Phillips, aged 17 
has lived on Turks Head 
Way with her mother and 
younger brother for the past 
seven years. 

She said: “When family 
and friends come to visit it 
can be difficuilt, because 
there is nowhere for them to 
park.” 

Kim Hooper aged 34, who 
works as a health care assis¬ 
tant, said: “The people at 
the mosque park on the 
pavement, and it can be dif¬ 
ficuilt to get past.”

Drug dealer 
loses appeal 

A DRUG dealer has had an appeal 
against an eight-year jail term thrown 
out — after top judges heard he has not 
done an honest day’s work since he 
was 18. 

Rajinder Singh Dnoa, 42, of Shelton 
Close, Wednesbury, was caught sup¬ 
plying heroin to an undercover WPC 
in Walsall town centre three times 
between September 2010 and March

plying heroin. 

The court heard Dnoa held down a 
job at a Safeway supermarket for a 
year when he was 18, and top judge, 
Lord Justice Stanley Burnton, 
observed: “That was the last time he 
earned any money honestly.” 

Lord Justice Burnton, Mr Justice 
Stadlen and Judge Anthony Morris 
QC, sitting at the Appeal Court last 
week dismissed the appeal.

Cancer patients’ bus 
axed to save money 


HUNDREDS of people, including cancer suf¬ 
ferers travelling for radiotherapy, will be hit as a 
hard-up charity cuts its bus service between 
Sandwell and Birmingham. 

The Murray Hall Community Trust is stopping the Bridges 
Support Service for people having cancer treatment at Queen 
Elizabeth Hospital in Edgbaston after it overspent by 
£80,000. Changes will affect 470 people, the trust said - 
although patients will still be able to travel to Sandwell, City, 
Rowley Regis and Russells Hall hospitals. 

Trust chiefs said stopping the service would only save 
£20,000 - a quarter of the money it needs to save — and it is 
not certain how they will balance the books. 

Cancer survivor Arnold Farrington, aged 76, of Oldbury,

said: “The NHS has done me proud but this decision makes 
it seem as though the people making the decisions are not 
concerned for the people going through all this.” 

Manjula Patel, health services manager for Murray Hall, 
said: “We have asked the primary care trust for more funding 
but they have money set aside in their budget as well.” 

Grant 

Spokeswoman Laura Broster said it already funded 
patient transport services from hospitals in the borough and 
to City Hospital at Winson Green. 

Murray Hall now plans to apply for a Macmillan Cancer 
Support grant on behalf of every patient they can in a bid to 
help fund alternative transport. 


Investigation after passengers Li ° ns, i jar

stranded at Austrian airport for valley 


AN AIRLINE boss has promised to inves¬ 
tigate reports that passengers travelling 
from India were stranded in Austria until 
they had a whip round to pay an extra 
£20,000 towards the cost of completing 
their journey to Birmingham Airport. 

It also led to angry scenes at a Smethwick 
travel agents’ shop. 

Those on board said they were “held to 
ransom” for six hours in Vienna. It came after a 
flight with Austrian airline Comtel Air from 
Amritsar in India stopped to refuel. 

Passengers, many from the West Midlands, 
told how they had to hand over about £20,000 to 
pay for the rest of the journey and cover the 
landing tax. More than 180 passengers got back 
to Birmingham three days later than planned. 

Comtel Air’s director of passenger services 
Bhunpinder Kandra said: “It shouldn’t have 
happened and I will investigate why it hap¬ 
pened. The people who had to pay the money will 
receive a refund.” 

Asked if the company was going bust, he said: 


“There is no chance of that. Comtel is a very 
strong company, 16 years in Vienna.” 

Meanwhile, customers who booked the Comtel 
Air flights with a Smethwick travel firm had 
crowded into the shop demanding a refund for 
flights to India. Scores descended on Takhar 
Travel, in High Street, on November 16. 

Staff at the travel agent told furious passen¬ 
gers they should apply under the Air Travel 
Organiser’s Licence (ATOL) scheme to get a 
refund. 

Hardip Singh, aged 26, of White Road, Smeth¬ 
wick, said he was worried about his uncle in 
India who was due to fly back to the UK in early 
December. ‘We have paid £490 for the ticket,” he 
added. 

Jurisdiction 

Birmingham Airport spokesman Daniel Scaife 
said: “Comtel Air has a contractual arrangement 
with an approved airline to operate this service.” 

A spokesman for the Civil Aviation Authority 
said: “It is an Austrian airline, so we have no 
direct jurisdiction over it. 

“We are looking to see if 
people who bought their 
holiday in Britain bought it 
through an ATOL-licensed 
tour operator. 

“If they did, that tour 
operator needs to step in to 
arrange new flights for 
them.”

Last year’s absence figures 
showed staff took an average of 10 
days off each. 

Staff in the adult social care 
department then became the first 
to trial a scheme under which 
they will ring an occupational 
health advisor, a qualified nurse, 
instead of their line manager to 
call in sick. 

The move comes after latest 
figures showed employees took an 
average of 9.66 days off each in 
2010/11. The national average is 
about eight days.

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Parents call for tests 
for genetic disorder 

THE parents of two children 
affected by one of the rarest genetic 
conditions in the world have 
spoken out about how the disorder 
has changed their lives forever. 

Rebekah Youlden and Arron Harvey 
were horrified when their sixth child 
Noah, now four, suffered a series of 
inexplicable seizures when he was 10 
months old. 

It was later discovered he had the rare 
condition, Glutaric Aciduria Type 1 - a dis¬ 
order affecting only one in two million chil¬ 
dren. Tragically, Noah was left with 
permanent brain damage. 

Their seventh child, Ruby who is now 18 
months old was also born with the condi¬ 
tion. 

Children with Glutaric Aciduria Type 1 
cannot process some of the building blocks 
of protein and if it is left untreated they 
suffer a build-up of toxic chemicals that 
poison and damage the part of the brain 
controlling movement. 

Miss Youlden, 32, who lives with her 
family on Friar Park Road, Wednesbury, 
said she knew something was wrong when 
Noah was around 10 months old. 

Damage 

“He was just staring vacantly and 
although I was waving and calling to him, 
he looked straight through me as if he 
couldn’t see me and he had his head turned 
to one side, rigid like a board with his neck 
very stiff,” she said. 

Noah was rushed to hospital, and it was 
discovered his brain had started to swell. 

After the diagnosis, he was taken to 
Birmingham Children’s Hospital but the 
damage had been done. 

Noah, who now attends the Orchard 
School in Oldbury, has to have a special low- 
protein diet with all food measured out. 

Ruby who also has the same condition, 
was tested and diagnosed soon after birth 
and doctors believe that with care she will 
escape serious damage. 

Miss Youlden said: “We want newborns to 
be tested for the condition. It should be part 
of the normal screening process.” 

To raise awareness, Noah’s father ran the

Mr Mellor, a police officer 
for 34 years who served as 
superintendent for West 
Bromwich, said: “They said 
they were looking for Jeff- 
cock Road but then they 
kicked the door in and 
kicked me. I had a go at one 
of them and tried to get him 
on the deck but he kicked 
me again. One of them 
pushed my wife and 
grabbed her bag.” 

Father-of-one Mr Mellor, 
Wolverhampton branch 
president of the Royal 
British Legion, said he had 
once been the victim of a 
burglary 30 years ago, but 
that happened when he was 
out.

Resident pays to 
improve security 
at park mansion 


A CCTV security camera 
system has been installed 
around a Grade II-listed 
mansion in Bearwood 
thanks to a donation from 
a nearby resident. 

A total of four new cameras, 
costing £4,000, have been put 
up around 18th Century 
Lightwoods House, which is 
part of the grounds of Light- 
woods Park. 

The system, which also 
includes a series of up-lighters 
for the facade of the house, has 
been paid for by Ben Purewal, of 
Birmingham-based E-Consult- 
ing Ltd. 

Richard Marshall, chairman of 
the park’s friends group, said: 
“It’s fantastic that residents are 
getting so involved in the upkeep 
of the park and its majestic 
house.” 

The park has won a £250,000 
lottery grant and is the first 
stage of a longer grant process. 
Eventually, the park is in line for 
a £4.4 million facelift. 

Councillor Steve Eling, who 
represents the ward on Sandwell 
Council and is also the author¬ 
ity’s head of finance, said secu¬ 
rity would be improved further 
when the money was available. 

He said: “We have already had 


four security cameras put up 
thanks to a very kind donation. 
Once the full restoration is com¬ 
pleted, we will use money from 
the Heritage Lottery Funding 
programme for a range of secu¬ 
rity measures to be put in place. 

“This will allow people to feel 
safe when they are using the 
park.” 

Fountains 

The project will involve the 
restoration of Lightwoods House 
and the park’s bandstand, which 
is also Grade II-listed. 

The park’s drinking fountains, 
gardens and lighting will also be 
improved. 

The first cash injection from 
the Heritage Lottery Fund has 
enabled council bosses to draw 
up designs for the improvements 
and apply for a further £2.5m. 
The authority plans to put in 
£1.65m of its own cash. 

Other improvements planned 
for the park include a larger play 
area and an extension to the 
skate park. 

Lightwoods Park was gifted to 
Birmingham Corporation in 
1902 for use as a public park, and 
Sandwell Council took owner¬ 
ship of it in 2010. 

The park still has most of its 
early Edwardian layout and is 
used by thousands of people 
every month.

Pawnbrokers 

Samuels sold part of the 
haul to Cashline pawnbro¬ 
kers in West Bromwich for 
£130. 

Police visited the store as 
part of their investigation 
and recognised Samuels 
from the shop CCTV. 

He was arrested two 
weeks later having put the 
chain back up for sale on 
Ebay. 

Father-of-one Samuels of 
Turner Street, West 
Bromwich, was on bail at 
the time after putting a 
knife to the throat of a 15- 
year-old girl and robbing 
her of two mobile phones 
and £15 cash. 

Samuels admitted 

robbery and possession of 
an imitation firearm and 
was sentenced to six years 
custody.

ELDERLY residents at a 
Sandwell care home are calling 
for a home-cooked Christmas 
dinner, instead of what they claim 
would be a “poor quality” heat-up 
dinner. 

Pensioners at Holly Grange care 
home in Smethwick say they used to 
enjoy a range of fresh tasty lunches. 

But they add the standard has 
plummeted in the past year since 
frozen meals were introduced. 

Alan Wilkins, 75, who has been at 
the Mallin Street home for four years, 
said: “It’s rubbish and would be a mis¬ 
erable holiday if we had a heat-up 
meal.” 

Sandwell Council has a contract 
with the company Apetito to provide 
heat-up meals. 

Apetito has recently sent residents 


a menu of the “tempting Christmas 
dishes” it has on offer this year. 

They include “festive” pork and 
honey roast turkey foil meals, as well 
as beef bordelaise and pies. 

They are also offered a “texture 
modified” meal and dessert options, 
including pureed turkey in gravy and 
pureed spiced apple sponge. 

Mr Wilkins added: “It’s nothing like 
a Christmas dinner you can look 
forward to.” 

Apetito has dismissed recent claims 
that the heat-up meals are of a poor 
quality. In a letter sent to residents, 
the company said: “A recent report 
compiled by the British Frozen Food 
Federation concluded there are no 
recognisable differences between 
frozen and fresh food in terms of nutri¬ 
tional content.” 

Councillor Ann Jaron, Sandwell’s 


cabinet member for adult social care, 
added: “It would not be an efficient use 
of council resources to cook a Christ¬ 
mas meal from scratch. 

“But the council’s contract with 
Apetito includes a high quality Christ¬ 
mas meal, complete with all the trim¬ 
mings. 

“This arrives frozen and is prepared 
on site as usual and the meals are gen¬ 
erally well-received. 

“We have arranged for an Apetito 
representative to come to talk about 
their various menu options. 

“They will be bringing the Christ¬ 
mas dinner menu then and will listen 
to whatever residents’ have to say.” 

Apetito spokesman Roger Harg¬ 
reaves added meals met the nutri¬ 
tional guidelines laid down by the 
National Association of Care Cater¬ 
ing.

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Setting the stage on 
Black Country theatres 


KEN Shepherd was the stage manager of 
Dudley Hippodrome when his boss, the formi¬ 
dable theatre impresario Maurice Kennedy, 
told him his variety show was running over 
time. 

“This stand up comic - how much is he down for?” 
he barked. 

“He’s doing 10 minutes in each spot.” 

“Cut him to five.” 

Ken promptly visited the young comic in his dressing 
room, and was relieved when he took it in good humour. 

“Certainly, old chap,” he replied. “You just give me a 
signal by stamping on the stage, and I’ll go into my closing 
routine.” His name? Bruce Forsyth. 

It is just one of the anecdotes in Black Country historian 
Ned Williams’s new book on the region’s theatres. 

The guide to theatres is actually the second volume of a 
520-page compendium entitled Stage & Screen in South 
Staffordshire & The Black Country, the first volume cover¬ 
ing the history of more than 160 cinemas in the Black 
Country and South Staffordshire. 

Ned says he is launching the two books together because 
theatres and cinemas of the region are inextricably linked. 
“A lot of the owners weren’t sure whether they were meant 
to be cinemas or theatres,” he says. 

It is the culmination of more than 30 years’ work for the 
author. Many of the people Ned spoke to, including Ken 
Shepherd, are no longer with us, but the book ensures their 
stories will be preserved. 


His book recalls an era when every town had at least one 
theatre. Tipton had its Alhambra, Cradley Heath had the 
grandly named Opera House. Great Bridge had not one but 
three theatres, the Oddfellows, The Stork, and Bates and 
Wakeman’s Theatre. 

But it’s not just the theatres which have gone, says Ned. 
“This is not only describing theatres that have vanished; 
the world of the Black Country in which they existed has 
also changed in a huge way.” 

It was a time when the stars of the day were not remote 
figures on television screens but were people who stayed in 
our towns, ate in our restaurants, and freely mingled with 
fans, exchanging banter and signing autographs. 

It tells the story of how Tommy Cooper managed to get 
his car stuck in the archway to Dudley Castle, and had to 
climb out through the sunroof to get to the Hippodrome’s 
pantomime ball. 

While the theatre book looks at no fewer than 100 
venues, Ned makes no apology for focusing on the Dudley 
Hippodrome and Wolverhampton Grand, which dominated 
the entertainment scene for decades. 

“Dudley Hippodrome was a wonderful theatre, and its 
story deserves to be told. It had a national profile. The 
Grand in Wolverhampton is equally important, but it has 
survived and it provides our living connection to the world 
of provincial theatre.” 

Characters 

The Hippodrome closed as a theatre in 1964 and was 
later used as a bingo hall but has been lying empty for the 
last two years, and was recently bought by Dudley Council. 

“I think it could have a 
future if someone was imag¬ 
inative enough to link it 
with the zoo, the castle and 
the Black Country Museum, 
and turn it into a massive 
regional entertainment 
hub,” says Ned. 

“But you have to be wary 
about not wanting to 
threaten the existence of 
the Grand by opening too 
big a theatre. I think it will 
be lost before anyone has 
found a way of saving it.”

WORK is under way to improve a 
West Bromwich school deemed inade¬ 
quate by Ofsted. 

Holy Trinity C of E Primary School wascrit- 
icised by Ofsted inspectors. 

They concluded children’s skills were 
below, and sometimes well below, those 
expected for their age. 

The school has now been given a Notice to 
Improve, which means it will be monitored by 
Ofsted. Education bosses at Sandwell 
Council, disappointed by the criticism of the 
school, have vowed to get it back on track. 

Councillor Bob Badham, Sandwell’s 
cabinet member for children and families, 
said the council was working with the church 
to make improvements. 

He said: “After Ofsted issued the Notice to 
Improve, we met school governors and repre¬ 
sentatives from the Diocese of Lichfield to 
create an action plan to bring the school out 
of this category within a year. 

“Although it is disappointing that the 
school has been given a Notice to Improve, we 
are supporting the school governors and staff 
to ensure the improvements Ofsted suggests 
are made as quickly as possible. 

“I am confident that we can help the school 
to make these changes.” 

Means 

Lead inspector Doris Bell said: “Attain¬ 
ment has been significantly below average in 
Year 6 for several years. Although it has risen 
slightly in the past three years it is still too 
low, and too few pupils reach the higher levels 
in national tests. 

“This represents inadequate achievement 
over time and means pupils are not well 
enough prepared for secondary school and 
later life.” 

She added: “There is not enough consis¬ 
tently good teaching across the school to 
accelerate pupils’ progress at the pace needed 
to raise attainment quickly.” 

Ms Bell said staff had a “rosier view of 
attainment” because their interpretations of 
school data was weak. She also said the 
school’s self-evaluation was over-generous. 

She said pupils’ spelling, punctuation and 
handwriting were poor and calculation skills 
were weak. Despite her criticism, Ms Bell did 
say that there was a trend of improvement 
within the Trinity Road South school.

Council home sales 
show a recent drop 


NUMBERS of people buying 
their council homes in Sandwell 
have plummeted in recent years. 

Sales were in their hundreds from 
2001/02 to 2007/08, peaking in 
2003/04 when 1,026 people bought 
their homes. 

But the past two years only 102 
people taking up the option. 

Councillor Ray Nock, the leader of 
Sandwell’s opposition Conservative 
group, said numbers have fallen after 
discounts were discontinued. 

He said: “I’m not surprised that the 
right to buy numbers have dipped 
after Labour withdrew a number of 
discounts. “I am so pleased Govern¬ 
ment has announced it will be reintro¬ 
ducing a form of right to buy with five 


per cent deposits on mortgages to help 
Sandwell residents buy their council 
homes. I think this is the way 
forward.” 

Latest figures show in 2007/08 213 
people bought their council home. But 
that figure more than halved to 91 the 
year after and went down again to 47 
in 2009/10 and 55 last year. 

A total of 4,376 people have bought 
their homes over the past 10 years. 

Backing 

Councillor Nock said he was 
backing a Whitehall suggestion to 
introduce a form of the right to buy 
scheme launched in the 1980s. 

Margaret Thatcher’s Government 
of the time allowed council tenants to 
buy their council homes at a discount. 


Tenants who lived there for up to three 
years got a 33 per cent discount on the 
property’s market value, increasing to 
up to 50 per cent discounts for people 
with tenancies of 20 years. 

The Communities and Local Gov¬ 
ernment Secretary Eric Pickles 
recently said at the Conservative 
Party conference he was planning to 
relaunch the scheme. He has not yet 
said what discounts will be offered. 

Councillor Nock added he hoped the 
move would bring in cash, as well as 
help people from the borough to get on 
the property ladder. 

Council bosses hope to build 700 
homes a year up to 2015 to help strug¬ 
gling residents from the six towns get 
to buy their first homes. It is antici¬ 
pated it would cost £280 million.

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Go back to nature with 
a decorative Christmas 

As if the rising cost of living isn’t enough, the price of shop-bought Christmas decorations can make even the most 
enthusiastic fan of the festive season think ‘bah, humbug’. Yet there is a way to put the natural back into Noel, just by 
taking some clippings from your garden and using them to make much more subtle decorations than you could buy in 
any shop. With this in mind, Gardening Which?, the Consumers’Association magazine, has come up with a bundle of 
ideas on how you can make some simple, stylish decorations to bring the outdoors inside to complement your tree, 
without a shimmer of tinsel in sight. “The great thing about making your own decorations from garden material is that 
you are bringing the garden 
into the home and returning 


to a time when things 
weren’t about the flash or 
the dazzle of Christmas but 
more about natural ways to 
dress the tree,” says Ceri 
Thomas, editor of the maga¬ 
zine. 

Colourful stems, such as 
dogwood and birch, can be 
snipped to make the sim¬ 
plest of twig bundles, tied 
together with green garden 
wire or florist’s stub wire 
and then finished off with a 
bow made of a narrow¬ 
leaved evergreen such as 
libertia or miscanthus and 
then hung with a thin strip 
of raffia. 

“Look in your garden for 
anything with berries, like 
cotoneaster, rowan and 
pyracantha. If you’ve grown 
chillis on the patio or in the 
greenhouse these can also 
look fantastic in natural 
garlands,” says Thomas. 

A natural garland can 
look so much more colourful 
than any amount of beads 
and is simple to make if you 
have a little patience. 

Just thread suitable 
berries, such as rowan 
(sorbus) and cotoneaster, 
onto lengths of garden wire, 
adding chillis if you have 
them, and even perhaps 
cranberries that you may 
have left over after making 
cranberry sauce, and you 
will soon have a garland to 
hang in the house or even 
around a tree in the garden, 
where you can see it. 

Although the berries will 
dry up indoors, they should 
last throughout the festive 
season. You could alternate 
them with evergreens 
leaves such as holly, ivy and 
euonymus for a fuller effect.

ROY Hodgson didn’t need to 
lift his troops in the wake of 
this defeat. The Hawthorns did 
it for him. 

Albion ended Saturday stunned by 
the Tottenham juggernaut that rolled 
through the Black Country and 
reminded the Baggies’ faithful how 
unforgiving the Premier League can 
be. 

Yet the rousing ovation Hodgson and his 
players received at the final whistle left 
them in no doubt how close they had 
pushed in-form Spurs - and how much it 
was appreciated. 

If ever a loss could send them into their 
crucial pre- Christmas programme in the right 
frame of mind, then this was it. 

One second-half minute encapsulated the 
difference between a Spurs side that might win 
the Premier League next May and a Baggies 
outfit who would celebrate still being in it. 

Hinted 

At one end, Albion substitute Simon Cox 
fired straight at Spurs keeper Brad Friedel as 
a highly presentable chance went begging. 

Seconds later, at the other, Emmanuel Ade¬ 
bayor produced a fabulous touch and Jermain 
Defoe a devastating finish to effectively seal 
victory for Harry Redknapp’s fantastic side. 

If those moments summed up the reasons the 
visitors triumphed, the game as a whole hinted 
at a Baggies side finding their feet in a season 
that took its time to take off. 

Hodgson’s men claimed a well-deserved early 
lead through Youssouf Mulumbu, a man whose 
return to prominence in the last fortnight has 
gone hand in hand with two rousing home dis¬ 
plays from his team. 

For the opening 45 minutes the hosts played 
their full part in a fine footballing spectacle

and, had fortune smiled on them, might have 
headed into the break with their advantage 
intact. 

They stood toe-to-toe with the Premier 
League’s form side and ended the game unfor¬ 
tunate to find themselves on the end of Spurs’ 
10th win in 11 matches. 

Only in the closing stages, with Albion press¬ 
ing for an equaliser following Defoe’s clinical 
strike, did the pace and power that has carried 
Redknapp’s men to their series of triumphs 
fully overwhelm Hodgson’s side who - having 
survived near-misses from Gareth Bale and 
Defoe - finally succumbed to an Adebayor 
finish that gave the scoreline an unjustly 
imbalanced look. 

Until then, a Baggies side driven from mid- 
field by Mulumbu and the fabulous James Mor¬ 
rison had matched Spurs’ expens¬ 
ively-assembled line-up and found themselves 
pegged back before the interval only by a dis¬ 
puted penalty awarded for Nicky Shorey’s clip 
from behind on the galloping Aaron Lennon. 

Even then, home keeper Ben Foster dropped 
to his right to block Adebayor’s drilled spot-kick 
only for the Togo international to get the benefit 
of a lucky rebound to net the follow-up. 

Fortune truly did not smile on Hodgson and 
his men. Yet they will head into the meetings 
with natural rivals QPR, Wigan, Blackburn - 
and even Newcastle — before the festive season 
heartened by a fine effort against the north 


Londoners, and by their supporters’ reaction to 
it. 

Fans who earlier in the season expressed 
concern about the regression of their side can 
clearly see signs the confidence of spring-time 
is returning. 

The perceived injustice of Saturday’s defeat 
only served to further galvanise the team and 
crowd alike as referee Lee Probert made 
himself The Hawthorns’ most unpopular 
visitor so far this season. 

A string of debatable spot-kick calls made for 
a tricky afternoon for the Gloucestershire offi¬ 
cial, with first Lennon and later the Baggies 
duo of Jerome Thomas and Morrison all tum¬ 
bling in the box in foot-races with defenders. 

In truth, all three judgements might have 
gone either the other way, but the fact that 
Spurs’ penalty was given and the Baggies’ two 
were not only added to the sense of frustration. 

Straight 

And Probert’s decision not to hand Sandro a 
second booking and the inevitable red card 
when he tripped Mulumbu before half-time 
riled the home fans even more. 

Yet, ultimately, it was the Baggies’ inability 
to match Spurs’ ruthless edge that cost them 
dear. 

Cox headed straight at Friedel, Chris Brunt 
fired wastefully over the bar and substitute 
Peter Odemwingie headed wide of the target 


when he should have tested the former Villa 
keeper. Had those chances been taken, Albion 
might well have pulled off an upset that their 
positive approach and total commitment would 
have deserved. 

Instead they had to make do with a moral 
victory that ought to fuel their belief for the 
crucial month ahead. 

While it was Tottenham’s superior finishing 
that ultimately defeated Albion, the Baggies 
ended the game feeling aggrieved by a series of 
refereeing decisions. 

The award of Tottenham’s crucial 25th- 
minute penalty was debatable. And Roy 
Hodgson’s men had even more cause for com¬ 
plaint later when similar incidents involving 
Jerome Thomas and, more obviously, James 
Morrison did not result in spot-kicks. 

Fans were also left fuming when Spurs mid¬ 
fielder Sandro, who was already on a yellow 
card, tripped Youssouf Mulumbu and appeared 
likely to receive a second booking, only for 
referee Lee Probert to reprieve him and caution 
the Baggies man instead for his protests. 

Albion’s next game isthis Saturday away to 
QPR. It’s a fixture that promises to provide 
plenty of entertainment with Neil Warnock 
stirring up the blood in the home dugout. 

They will then face Wigan at home and 
Blackburn away. The teams are at the bottom 
of the Premiership and Baggies fans will be 
expecting two wins. 


Knee injury 
puts Gera 
out of action 
for some time 

ALBION star Zoltan Gera is facing a 
lengthy lay-off after scans revealed he 
suffered a “serious knee injury” in Sat¬ 
urday’s defeat to Tottenham. 

Baggies boss Roy Hodgson ruled out 
Gera for the “foreseeable future” but the 
club are refusing to discuss an exact 
timescale until further tests are completed 
this week. 

Gera suffered a sickening twist of his left 
knee while changing direction in Satur¬ 
day’s 3-1 loss and initial tests have revealed 
ligament damage. 

Hodgson said: “Zoltan has done really 
well since coming into the team three 
games ago and his performances quickly 
justified how highly we rate him. 

“We still don’t know for sure how long he 
will be out for but we know we won’t be able 
to call on his services for the foreseeable 
future. 

Returned 

“This will be a major blow both on the 
training pitch and the match arena. 

“Zoltan is now in the hands of our excel¬ 
lent medical and sports science department 
and we just have to hope and pray that his 
stint on the sidelines is not an overly pro¬ 
longed one.” 

Gera only returned to action a month ago 
after beginning the season sidelined after 
summer ankle surgery. He has made just 
three first-team appearances since re¬ 
signing for a second stint with the Baggies 
in the close season following three years 
away from the club at Fulham. 

But the emergence of Gera’s forward 
partnership with Shane Long coincided 
with a home win against Bolton last week 
and a positive start to Saturday’s game - 
the Baggies were 1-0 up when Gera limped 
off before going on to lose 3-1. 

Meanwhile, Hodgson offered a measured 
response to the award of Tottenham’s 
penalty for a shove by Nicky Shorey on 
Aaron Lennon - the third disputed spot- 
kick awarded against his side in successive 
home games. 

“I think we’ve had more penalties given 
against us than any other team,” he said. 

“I see players go down in our penalty area 
after challenges that don’t look particularly 
vicious. Then I see our players go down in 
the penalty area under challenges that 
don’t look particularly vicious and the 
referee makes the decision which ones to 
give and which ones not to give.” 

The shape of 
things to come 

ALBION midfielder James Morrison has 
admitted the Baggies’ pre-Christmas pro¬ 
gramme could shape their season. 

Roy Hodgson’s men face close rivals QPR, 
Wigan and Blackburn in their next three 
matches before travelling to Newcastle in 
late December. 

And Morrison, who was Albion’s man of 
the match against Tottenham, believes it is 
vital that they do well in forthcoming 
matches. “It is important to pick up points 
from the teams around you,” said Morrison. 

“The next game, QPR away, will be a 
massive game. It’s a tight pitch and their 
crowd will be on top of us, but it’s one we can 
look to get a result in and try to move away 
from that drop zone. 

“Last season, we had a sticky patch in 
December. We don’t want that again.” 

Albion were were left aggrieved by a 
series of penalty decisions, with the visitors 
awarded a spot-kick and the Baggies 
denied two. 

“We’d just like to see a bit of consistency 
from the referee,” said Morrison. 

“He had a good game but maybe he didn’t 
get the major decisions right. There was the 
one on Jerome Thomas and one on me. 

“Their player kicked me first and then 
got the ball, so I do think it was a penalty. 

“It wasn’t our lucky day. Sometimes - 
against the top four - you’ve got to have a 
bit of luck and it just wasn’t our day.”
